cluded his very able argument on the 
rights of tlif- Indians,, 
He powerfully 


sustained his positions, and vindicated 
the cause of the Clu-rokees and other 
Southern tribes against the pretensions 
of Georgia. 
In the course of the dis- 


cu<;sion, he referred to writers on the 
laws of mitions, to the avowed policy 
and practiceof theJBrilish Government 
to the intercourse between the earh 
colonists and the Indians, to the mos 
solemn public acts of our national gov 
ernmeiH. to the official declarations o 
Gen. Washington and Mr. JedersOn 
as well us to the principles of rialura 
justice, to prove, that the Indians have a 
perfect title to their country, and a per 
feet right of self government. 
He also 


illustrated the result to which became, 
by considering the conduct of Georgia 
in reference to this matter, when she 
was a colony, when a separate Stale, 
when one o(' the confederated Stales, 
and since she entered the Union. 
The 


whole argument was enlivened by pas- 
sages of genuine 
eloquence, which 


made a deep impression on the au- 
dience, and will reflect lasting honor on 
the character of American eloquence.

Mr. Holmes, after some remarks, mo-

• tions to amend it so as to establish a 
Home Department, to take charge of 
the business proposed to be confided to 
the Attorney General by the bill. Af- 
ter some further debate, and before any 
question was taken, the bill was laid on 
the table, on motion of .Mr. King ; and 
the bill providing for an exchange of

with

in the several States, as are willing 
to emigrate, and making An appro- 
priation for their removal beyond the 
Mississippi, was taken up as the un- 
finished business. 
Mr. McKinley then 


concluded his remarks in favor of the 
bill, and when he had concluded, being 
nearly the hour of adjournment, Mr. 
Forsyth commenced his argument in 
reply to Mr. Frelinghuysen ; and con- 
tinued for about fifteen minutes, when 
the Senate adjourned.
